Claims 18-57 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/16/06. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 9, 10, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Pat. 5031229. 

Referring to Figs. 2 & 4, col. 4, lines 24-35, and col. 5, lines 31-45, US'229 
discloses a crucible with two independently controlled heating layers 22, 24 comprising 
graphite heaters and separated by a gap (occupied by layer 23), above the surface of 
coating material 21, which it heats radiantly, and holes 19 in the layers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 2, 3, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US'229. 

While US'229 does not explicitly disclose a ceramic or intermetallic heater, or the 
vacuum chamber in which such a crucible is used, these limitations do not patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. It would have been obvious to utilize 
a ceramic or intermetallic heater material since such had become commonly used 
heater materials at the time of the invention, commended by their efficiency and 
durability, and the vacuum chamber would have been obvious since it is the ordinary 
environment in which such a crucible is used. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-8, 11,12, and 14-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
